The 2st November 1874.—The following revised rules connected with the 
departmentalexaminations of junior members of the Covenanted Civil Service, 
the Subordinate Executive Service, the Non-Regulation Commission, Police, 
‘&c., have been sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor, and are published for 
general information :— 


1. All Assistant Magistrates, Assistant and Extra Assistant Commissioners, Deputy 
Magistrates and Collectors, Assistant Superintendents of Police, aud others to whom these 
rules may be applicable, who may have been more than six months on duty, shall, and those 
who have been less than six months on duty may, at their option, be subjected to half-yearly 
departmental examinations, and shall be required to pass according to the standard, or the 
standards of examination which may be ‘applicable to them, respectively, in each subject 
according to the rules hereinafter set forth, 


2. To direct and control these half-yearly departmental examinations, there shall be a 
Central Examination Committee appointed by Government. It shall consist of a President, 
and ofas many members (of whom one shall be Secretary) as the Government may think 
proper to appoint from time to time. 

8. The examinations may be held, in the Regulation Provinces, at any station which is 
the head-quarters of a Divisional Commissioner, and at any other station where there is a 


Zillah Judge. 


4. For the Non-Regulation Provinces the examinations may be held at the following 
stations, and at any other stations where the Commissioners may, in communication with the 
a 


Central Examination Committee, think it necessary to hold Committees for examination:— 


For Chota Nagpore, at Ranchee. 

For Cooch Behar, at Darjeeling or Julpigoree. 
For Sonthal Pergunnahs, at bhagulpore. 

For Chittagong Hill Tracts, at Chittagong. 

5, Each Divisional Commissioner should notify, at least one month before the date of 
examination, at how many stations in his division examinations are to be held, and for the 
officers of what districts each shall be held, If a Divisional Commissioner has only a very 
few examinees, and if the means of locomotion are easy, he will probably have only one or two 
centres of examination in his division. For remote or inaccessible districts, he might have 
special examinations. *or instance, the Presidency Division and Midnapore District examinees 
could all come in to Alipore, and the rest of the Burdwan Division men to Hooghly, 
or all to the Presidency. The Commissioners of Rajshalye and Davea would probably 
decide to have two, three, or more centres of examination. The Commissioners of the 
Chittagong, Bhagulpore, and Orissa Divisions, would probably want only one; the 
Commissioner of Chota Nagpore two; and the Commissioner of Patna either one or two 
centres of examination. But in all divisions the Lieutevant-Governor would leave it to each 
Commissioner to decide for each examination. 


6. The Central Examination Committee are authorized to sanction, on sufficient cause 
being shown, the appearance of an officer for examination at a station other than that at which 
under ordinary circumstances he would be required to present himself, 


7. At the several stations at whicli it may be determined that examinations are to be 
held, Local Committees shall be formed, who shall conduct the examinations under the instruc- 
tions of the Central Committee, with whom they will correspond on all matters relating to 
the examinations. 


8. The Local Committee at each station, which is the head-quarters of a Commissioner, 

nsist of the Commissioner, the Collector (or Deputy Commissioner), and a Native civil 

ofl be selected by the Commissioner. In the absence of the Commissioner, or Collector, 

the Judge (or Judicial Commissioner) shall take his place on the Committee. At the other 

stations the Committee shall consist of the Judge, the Collector, and any native officer to be 

selected by the Judge. At the stations in the Non-Regulation Provinces, which are not the 

warters of the Commissioner, and at which there is no Judicial Commissioner, the 

, Commissioner shall form a Committee with one or two other officers to be selected by 
bim in communication, if necessary, with the Commissioner of the division. 


9, The Government will on every occasion fix, in communication with the Central 
, the days for the half-yearly examination, which shall be the same for every district. 
The first half-yearly examination will usually be held in the month of April, May, or June,

10. ‘It shall be the duty of the Central Committee to prepare beforehand, for each

examinations in each paper and subject shall be held ; and to arrange all other details for the 
conduct of the examinations. The Central Committee, from time to time, shall lay down such 
rules as may appear to them best for the guilance of the Local Committees, in order to 
ensure a fair and uniform method of fixing the degree of attainment upon each point of 
examination which the several officers examined may reach, Pape ae 

11. The Local Committee shall superintend the written examinations of the examinees 
only so far as may be necessary to ensure the conduct of them with proper strictness, They 
shall not examine the written answers, but shall forward them to the Central Committee 
with a report, which shall be furnished by the District Officer and Commissioner under whom 
the examinee has been employed, as to his official character, qualifications, and the work 
done by him during the preceding six months, as well as a paper of marks which they shall 
assign to candidates for conversation, in which branch their decision shall be final. The 
Central Committee, after taking all the reports into consideration, and perusing all the 
examination papers, shall report to Government the names of such officers as, in their opinion, 
have come up to the requirements according to one or other of the standards in force, 
noticing especially, in the order of their merit, those who may have passed with distinction, 
They shall also report the names of those who, in their opinion, have sueseeded in passing 
in one or more of the subjects, as well as of those who have failed altogether. 

12. There shall be two standards of examination in Law and Languages: the First or 

the Lower and the Second or the Higher Standard. As regards languages, the papers and 
marks for each standard shall for the present be kept distinct. ; 

13. The only language in which officers generally shall be required to pass by the Lower 
Standard shall be tie vernacular of the district in which they may be serving, and_ the 
principal object of thie examination shall be to test the proficiency, for practical purposes, of the 
examinee in such language. 

14, Lithograplied copies of at least two documents, written in different ranning hands, 
shall be forwarded by the Central Committee to each Local Committee ; and the examinees shall 
be required, within a limited time, to be fixed by the Central Committee, to transcribe the 
papers set into Roman character, and also to give an intelligible written translation thereof 
in English, provided they know that language, Native officers who do not know English will 
be required only to translate these documents. The Local Committee shall forward the trans- 
cripts and translations for the final decision of the Central Committee as to the number of 
marks to be awarded. An English judgment, or other official paper, to be furnished by the 
Central Committee, must be translated by the examince into the vernacular without assistance, 
The examinee must also dictate off-hand, with some fluency, the translation into the vernacular 
of an English report, or other official paper, also to be furnished by the Central Committee, 
whereof the translation shull be written down exactly as dictated. He rfust then be tested in 
conversation with two or three natives, in such manner and to such extent as shall suffice to 
satisfy the Committee as to the degree of his power of understanding natives of different 
classes, and of making himself understood by them, both in common conversation and in the 
usual course of office business. An examinee must pass successfully through every step of 
this branch of the examination, in order to qualify himself according to the First Standard, 
The translation must be substantially correct in meaning, and intelligible to a native, tolerably 
correct in grammar and spelling, and free from any very bad errors of idiom. The dictated 
paper must in like manner be intelligible and substantially correct. 

15. The next object of the First or Lower Standard of examination shall be to test the 
examinee’s practical acquaintance with the Criminal Codes, and his general knowledge of 
certain of the more important local laws, regulations, and rules, One paper shall be 
prepared specially for this examination, which shall be confined to the Criminal Codes, and for 
which the use of books shall he allowed. The questions must not be such as can be answered 
by copying a passage from a book; they must be such as shall thoroughly test the intelligent 
knowledge of the examinees in understanding the bearing of facts, and knowing where ey 
for the law and how to apply it. Another paper shal] be prepared, consisting of questions on 
the local laws, reguiations, and rules enumerated in Appendix I below. These mugt be _ 
answered without the aid of books. The whole of this paper shall be equally available to the. 
candidates for the Lower and the Higher Standards of examination, but the number of 
marks required for passing shall be less in the case of examinees by the Lower than in that _ 
of those by the Higher Standard of examination. NX 

16. In the examination by the Higher Standard it shall be necessary for the examinee to _ 
pass in both the required vernacular languages—ordinarily Bengali and Urdu. | The ‘ 
standard of examination shal! be similar in its nature to the first, but more difficult in degret 
In the vernacular portion of it the papers selected as tests should be of a more difficult 
tion of office papers; the translation, dictation, and conversation should be fluent, gen 
correct, and readily intelligible ; and the examinee should be tested in his power of ex) 
himself clearly, and with sufficient propriety, in the vernacular, in an argument 
some difficulty, such as may occur in official business. The questions of law ne 
should be selected from the whole field of the duties of a Magistrate ‘and Coll 
examinees will be required to pass in two papers, The nature of the one, in‘ans 
questions in which the use of books will not be allowed, has already been explained in 
15, The other paper, for which the use of books will be allowed, will contain qnes 
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Jocal Jaws, regulations, and rules set forth in Appendix II. The examinees should have all the 
Acts, Regulations, and Circulars, but the questions should be confined as much as possible to 
cases commonly arising in the ordinary routine of a Magistrate and Collector, or of a Police 
Superintendent's pffice. They should consist almost entirely of stating certain facts of 
probable octufrence in Peal practice, and requiring the examinee to find and apply the law 
applicable to the facts, ; 

17. Covenanted Civil Servants may pass by the Lower or the Higher Standard in either 
or both the languages whenever they can. They must pass the examination in “local laws, 
regulations, and rules,” and in both languages, by the Higher Standard. They will be required 
to pats by the Lower Standard in languages only, and will not he subject to any restrictions in 

respect of the order of passing the different language-tests in the Hizher Standard. 

’ 18, Covenanted Civil Servants must always pass by the Higher Standard in Bengali, 
and those who have not so passed in Hindustani will have no claim to fall powers or to the 
full pay of Rs, 500, and cannot have powers or promotion in a Hindustani district, althongh 
the higher powers may be conferred on them in a Bengali district, if’ the public service 
requires it. 

19, All officers other than Covenanted Civil Servants will be required to pass fully both 
the Lower and the Higher Standards of examination, with the following exceptions :— 

20. Officers who, after passing in the higher grade the preliminary examination for 

admission into the Subordinate Hxecutive Service held in 1873, or subsequently received 

appointments in that service, will be subject to no further examination except the Higher 

Standard departmental examination, and the opium laws examination for those candidates who 

are appointed to the Opium Department without having taken the opium papers, Candidates 

who passed at the Subordinate Executive Service examination held in 1872 are exempted from 
examination by the Lower Standard in the vernacular only. They will, however, be required 
to pass in Law by that standard. 

21. Natives of Hindustan serving in Behar and Hazareebach shall not be required to 

in Bengali, but it will be optional with them to do so, and those who do pass will be 
digibie for service and promotion in Bengal as well as in Behar, 

22. Officers other than natives of Hindustan will not be required to pass in Hindustam, 
but may do eo, and will then be eligible for service and promotion in Behar and Hazareebagh 
as well as in Bengal. 

28. These exemptions are not applicable to officers in the,Police, who must pass in both 
Bengali and Hindustani as now, unless specially exempted. 

24, All native officers in the Subordinate Executive Service, in the Non-Regulation Com- 
mission, and in the Pulice, will be strictly examined in their own vernacular, the object of the 
examination being to test their thorough competency to conduct the correspondence and other 
ordinary business of their offices with their own hands. 

25. In case a candidate, allowed by Government for any special reason to present 
himself for examination by the Higher Standard in Taw or Languages before passing the Lower, 
fail to pass the Higher Standard in either subject, the Centro) Examination Committee shall 
have full authority to decide whether he has done sufficiently well to entitle him to be passed 
by the Lower Standard. 

26. Officers who succeed in passing by either standard, either (a2) in Law or (4) in 
either of the languages, shall not again be required to present himself for examination by the 
tame standard in the subject in which he was successful, but only in those in which he failed. 

27, The marks to be assigned to each branch of the examination, the proportion required 
for passing by thie different standards, and the time allowed for each paper, are set forth in 
Appendix III. Uniformity must be rigidly enforced in the time allowed for each subject,

Rule 28 A.—When the warning signal, as described in the notification of 
the 20th*November 1874, is hoisted on the Flag-staff at Saugor Island near the 
Light-house; or at Mud Point, officers in pilotage ‘charge of vessels will not put 
to sea, unless in their judgment the local weather symptoms are such that this 
course is not imprudent; and unless the master, concurring in this opinion, 
distinctly takes upon himself the responsibility of going to sea, and gives the 
pilot a writing to that effect. . 


Rule 28 B.—When the danger signal, as described in the notification of 
the 20th November 1§74, is hoisted on the Flag-staff at Saugor Island near the 
Light-house, or at Mud Point, officers in pilotage charge of vessels shall not 

» put to sea, but should make the vessels under their charge as snug and seéur 
\ as possible; nor should they proceed below Diamond Harbour when a bla 
éb drum is hoisted at the Flag-staff at that Station.

The 21st November 1874.—The following revised rules connected with the 
departmental examinations of junior members of the Covenanted Civil Sefvice, 
the Subordinate Executive Service, the Non-Regulation be pnp Police, 
&c., have been sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor, and are pub ished for 


general information :— 


1. All Assistant Magistrates, Assistant and Extra Assistapt Commissioners, Deputy 
Magistrates and Collectors, Assistant Superintendents of Police, and others to whom these 
rules may be applicable, who may have been more than six months on duty, shall, and those 
who have heen less than six months on duty may, at their option, be subjected to half-yearly 
departmental examinations, and shall be required to pass according to the standard, or the 
standards of examination which may be applicable to them, respectively, in each subject 
acoording to the rules hereinafter set forth. ‘ 

2. To direct and control these half-ycarly departmental examinations, there shall be a 
Central Examination Committee appointed by Government. It shall consist of a President, 
and of as many members (of whom one shall be Secretary) as the Government may think 
proper to appoint from time to time. 

8. The examinations may be held, in the Regulation Provinces, at any station which is 
the head-quarters of a Divisional Commissioner, and ut any other station where there isa 
Zillah Judge. 

4, For the Non-Regulation Provinces the examinations may be held at the following 
stations, and at any other stations where the Commissioners may, in commanication with’ the 
Centra] Examination Committee, think it necessary to hold Committees for examination :— 


For Chota Nagpore, at Ranchee. 

For Cooch Behar, at Darjeeling or Julpigoree. 
For Sonthal Pergunnahs, at Bhagulpore. 

For Chittagong Lill Tracts, at Chittagong. 

5. Each Divisional Commissioner should notify, at least one month before the date of 
examination, at how many stations in his division examinations are to be held, and for the 
officers of what districts each shail be held. If a Divisional Commissioner has only a very 
few examinees, and if the means of locomotion are easy, he will probably have only one or. two 
centres of examination in his division. For remote or inaccessible districts, he might have 
special examinations. For instance, the Presidency Division and Midnapore District examinees 
could all come in to Alipore, and the rest of the Burdwan Division men to Hooghly, 
or all to the Presidency. The Commissioners of Rajshahye and Dacca would probably 
decide to have two, three, or more centres of examination, The Commissioners ‘of the 
Chittagong, Bhagulpore, and Orissa Divisions, would probably want only one; the 
Commissioner of Chota Nagpore two; and the Commissioner of Patna either one or two 
centres of examination, But in all divisions the Lieutenant-Governor would leave it to each 
Commissioner to decide for each examination. 


6, The Central Examination Committee are authorized to sanction, on sufficient cause 
being shown, the appearance of an officer for examination at a station other than that at which 
under ordinary circumstances he would be required to present himself. 


7. At the several stations at which it may be detgrmined that examinations are to be 
held, Local Committees shall be furmed, who shall conduct the examinations under. the instruc 
tions of the Central Committee, with whom they will correspond on all matters relating to 
the examinations.. : 

8. The Local Committee at cach station, which is the head-quarters of a Commissioner, 
shall consist of the Commissioner, the Collector (or Deputy Commissioner), and a Native civil 
officer to be selectea by the Commissioner. In the absence of the Commissioner, or Collector, 
the Judge (or Judicial Commissioner) shall take his place on the Committee. At the® other 
stations the Committee shall consist of the Judge, the Collector, and any native officer to be 
selected by the Judge, At the stations in the Non-Regulation Provinces, which are not the 
head-quarters of the Commissioner, and at which there is no Jadicial Commissioner, 
Deputy Commissioner shall form a Committee with one or two other officers to be selected by 
bim in communication, if necessary, with the Commissioner of the division. + 3 


9. The Government will on every occasion fix, in communication with the ‘Qentral 
Committee, the days for the half-yeurly examination, which shall be the same for evéry distrio™ 
The first balf-yearly examination will usually be held in the month of April, 7, oF 
and the second in the month of October, November, or December. + ee ee 

10, Itshall be the duty of the Central Committee to prepare beforehand, each 
examination, sets of questions to be put to the examinees; to forward a sufficient tol 
copies of each of such sets to the President of each Local Committee in a cooled 
shal] not be opened until the moment of examination; to determine the order in 
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mpm ers to them best for the guidance of the Local ae pig order to 
ensure a fair and uniform method of fixing the degree of attainment upon each point of 
ce es which the several officers examined may reach, 

. The Local Committee shall superintend the written examinations of the examinees 
only so fay as may be necessary to ensure the conduct of them with proper strictness, They 
shall not examine sthe written answers, but shall forward them to the Central Committee 
with a report, which shall be furnished by the District Officer and Commissioner under whom 
the examinee has been employed, as to his official character, qualifications, and the work 
dene by him during the preceding six months, as well as a paper of marks which they shall 
assign to candidates for conversation, in which branch their decision shall be final. The 
Céntral Committee, after taking all the reports into consideration, and perusing all the 
examination papers, shall report to Government the names of such officers as, in their opinion 
have come up to the requirements according to one or other of the standards in force, 
noticing especially, in the order of their merit, those who may have passed with distinction, 
They shall also report the names of those who, in their opinion, have suceveded in passing 
in one or more of the subjects, as well as of those who have failed altogether. 

12. There shall be two standards of examination in Law and Languages: the First or 
the Lower and the Second or the Higher Standard. As regards languages, the papers and 
marks for each standard shall for the present be kept distinct, — ; 

13. The only language in which officers generally shall be required to pass by the Lower 
Standard shall be the vernacular of the district in which they may be serving, and the 
principal object of the examination shall be to test the proficiency, for practical purposes, of the 
examinee in such language. 

14. Lithographed copies of at least two documents, written in different running hands 
shall be forwarded by the Central Committee to each Local Committee ; and the examinees shall 
be required, within a limited time, to be fixed by the Central Committee, to transcribe the 
papers set into Roman character, and also to give an intelligible written translation thereof 
in English, provided they know that language. Native officers who do not know English will 
be required only to translate these documents, The Local Committee shall forward the trans- 
cripts and translations for the final decision of the Central Committee as to the number of 
marks to be awarded, An English judgment, or other official paper, to be furnished by the 
Central Committee, must be translated by the examinee into the vernacular without assistance. 
The examinee must also dictate off-hand, with some fluency, the translation into the vernacular 
of an English report, or other official paper, also to be furnished hy the Central Committee, 
whereof the translation shall be written down exactly as dictated. Ile must then be tested in 
conversation with two or three natives, in such manner and to such extent as shall suffice to 
satisfy the Committee as to the degree of his power of understanding natives of different 
classes, and of making hims:If understood by them, both in common conversation and in the 
usual course of oflice business. An examinee must pass successfully through every step of 
this branch of the examination, in order to qualify himself according to the First Standard. 
The translation must be substantially correet in meaning, and intelligible to a native, tolerably 
correct in grammar and spelling, and free trom any very bad errors of idiom. The dictated 
paper must in like manner be intelligible and substantially correct 

.15. The next object of the First or Lower Standard of examination shall be to test the 
examinee’s practical acquaintance with the Criminal Codes, and his general knowledge of 
certain of the more important local laws, regulations, and rules. One paper shall be 
prepared specially for this examination, which shall be confined to the Criminal Codes, and for 
which the use of books shall he allowed. The questions must not be such as can be answered 
by copying a passage from a book; they must be such as shall thoroughly test the intelligent 
knowledge of the examinees in understanding the bearing of facts, and knowing where to look 
for the law and how to apply it. Another paper shall be prepared, consisting of questions on 
the local laws, regulations, and rules enumerated in Appendix I below. These must be 
answered without the aid of books. The whole of this paper shall be equally available to the 
candidates for the Lower and the Higher Standards of examination, but the number of 
mrks required for passing shall be less in the case of examinees by the Lower than in that 
of Sane by the Higher Standard of examination. 

16, In the examination by the Higher Standard it shall be necessary for the examinee to 
pass in both the required vernacular languages—ordinarily Bengali and Urdu, The 
standard of examination ghall be similar in its nature to the first, but more difficult in degree, 
In the vernacular portion of it the papers selected as tests should be of a more difficult descrip- 

_ tion of office papers ; the translation, dictation, and conversation should be fluent, generally 
80 and readily intelligible ; and the examinee should be tested in his power of explaining 

mself clearly, and with suificient propriety, in the vernacular, in an argument or topic of 
some difficulty, such as may occur in official business. The questions of law and practice 
should be selected from the whole field of the duties of a Magistrate and Collector, All 
__ €xaminees will be required to pass in two papers. The nature of the one, in answering the 
_ questions in which the use of books will not be allowed, has already been explained in paragraph 
mail chs gther paper, for which the use of books will be allowed, will contain questions on the : 
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cases commonly arising in inary routine of a Magistrate and Collector, oro! 
Superintendent's office. They should consist almost entirely of stating certain facte of 
probable occurrence in real practice, and requiring the examinee to find and apply the law 
applicable to the facts. 

17, Covenanted Civil Servants may pass by the Lower or the Higher Stendapd in either 
or both the languages whenever they can, They must pass the examination in “1$cal laws, 
regulations, and rulev,” and in both, languages, by the Higher Standard. They (ill be required 
to pass by the Lower Standard in languages only, and will not be subject to any restrictions in 
respect of the order of passing the different language-tests in the Higher Standard. 

18. Covenanted Civil Servants must always pass by the Higher Standard in Bengali, 
and those who have not so passed in Hindustani will have no claim to full powers or to the 
full pay of Rs, 500, and cannot have powers or promotion in u Hindustani district, although 
the higher powers may be conferred on them in a Bengali district, if the public service 
requires it. 

19, All officers other than Covenanted Civil Servants will be required to pass fully both 
the Lower and the Higher Standards of examination, with the following exceptions :— 

20. Officers who, after passing in the higher grade the preliminary examination for 
admission into the Subordinate Executive Service held in 1873, or subsequently received 4 
appointments in that service, will be subject to no further examination except the Higher 
Standard departmental examination, and the opium laws examination for those candidates who 
are appointed to the Opium Department without baving taken the opium papers. Candidates 
who passed at the Subordinate Executive Service examination held in 1872 ore exempted from 
examination by the Lower Standard in the vernacular only, Tuey will, however, be required 
to pass in Law by that standard. 

21. Natives of Hindustan serving in Behar and Hazareebagh shall not.be required to 
pass in Bengali, but it will be optional with them to do so, and those who do pass will be 
eligible for service and promotion in Bengal as well as in Behar. 

22. Officers other than natives of Hindustan will not be required to pass in Hindustani, |” 
but may do so, and will then be eligible jor service and promotion in Behar and Hazareebagh 
as well as in Bengal. 

24. These exemptions are not applicable to officers in the Police, who must pass in both 
Benyali and Hindustani os now, unless specially exempted. ; : 

24, All native officers in the Subordinate Exeeutive Service, m the Non-Regulation Com- 
mission, and in the Police, will be strictly examined in their own vernacular, the objeet of the 
examination being to test their thorough competency to conduct the correspondence aud other 
ordinary business of their offices with their own hands. 

25. In case a candidate, allowed by Government for any special reason to present 
himself for examination by the Higher Standard in Law or Languages before passing the Lower, 
fail to pass the Higher Standard in either subject, the Central Examination Committee shall 
have full authority to decide whether he nas done sufficiently well to, entitle him to be passed 
by the Lower Standard. 

26. An officer who succeeds in passing by either standard, either (@) in Law or (8) in 
either of the languages, shall not again be required to present himself for examination by the 
same standard in the subject in which he was successful, but only ir those in which he failed. 

27. The marks to be assigned to cach branch of the exatnination, the proportion required 
for passing by the different standards, and the time allowed for each paper, are set forth in 
Appendix 11J. Uniformity must be rigidly enforced in the time allowed for each subject, 
whether in Law or Language, : 

28. A civil officer who has passed according to the First Standard of examination, and 
who has exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the Third Class forsix months, shal! usually be 
vested with the powers of a Mayistrate of the Second Class described in Sections 20, 24 of 
the Code o/ Criminal Procedure (Act X of 1872), provided he is certified by the Commissioner 
to be fully competent to exercise them. Assistant Magistrates and Assistant Commissioners will 
also then be vested with the powers of a Deputy Collector. : 

29. An officer, however, who shall have passed by the Lower Standard in the Crimifal 
Codes and in the language of his district, may be vested with the powers of a Magistrate of “ 
the Second Class, on the Commissioner of the division submitting a recommendation to that 
effect, provided he has had not less than six months’ experience in his Magisterial duties. 

30. An officer who has passed according to the Second Standard shall be eligible to be 
vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class, but not until he shall have exercised 
the powers of a Magistrate of the Second Class for at least six months, ‘ Fa 

31, An officer who has passed in Law and in the language of his district according to. 
the Second Standard, may also be vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the First Clas 
subject to the condition of bis having exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the Second Class 
for six months, but he shall not be entitled to any promotion or increase of pay until he has — 

assed fully by the Second Standard. He sball exercise the powers of a Magistrate of the — 
irst Class so long only as he is employed in a district where the language in which he has — 
passed is the vernacular. ‘eae 








a onth. On passing the Lower Standard of examination they shall be allowed an 
increase of Rs, 50 a month, provided they have exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the 
Thirds Class for six months at least; and on passing fully the Higher Standard and being 
invested with jhe powers of a Magistrate of the First Class, they will receive » second inerease 
of Rs. 80; provided, they have also exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the Second Olass 
for not less than six months. ; 

33, Officers attending these examinations will be allowed travelling allowance according 
to the ordinary rates of such allowances prevailing in the services to which they respectively 
belong. Covenanted Civil Servants and Military Officers in civil employ will draw travelling 
aHowance for attending examinations on three occasions for each standard, Uncovenanted 
Officers i saan ne allowances on two occasions only, 

34. o application from any junior officer liable to examination, for privile 
leave on private affairs, will be entertained, if the following half-yearly “ exaunluntinns A den 
before the expiry of the leave applied for, unless the application specifies that the applicant 
will attend the examination. 

$5. If such leave is applied for, and the application from such an officer is submitted to 
Government, it should be stated that he is liable to pass an examination, und that the next 

* examination will be held within the period of the leave applied for. This will enable the 
Lieutenant-Governor to decide whether, for the reasons stated, the leave should be granted ; 
and if so, with what conditions, ae 

36. It is the duty of District Officers to look to the practical training of the young 
officers placed under them, from their first entering into official life till they acquire a prac- 
tical experience in their duties, and qualify themselves for the exercise of higher powers by 
passing the prescribed examinations, District Officers are expected to take active interest in 
the well-being of the young men placed under them by exercising due supervision over their 
studies, by holding periodical examinations to test their qualifications and official knowledge, 

» und by any other means which may seem to them to be expedient for the purpose, 





SPECIAL RULES, 


1. Officers in Orissa must pass in Uriva as their firsi, language. 

2. For the future no officer who did not on the 4th May 1874 hold the substantive rank 
of a District Magistrate shall be promoted to that substantive rank in a district of Orissa 
until he has passed in Uriya by the Higher Standard; and the same condition as to Bengali 
will govern the promotion of an officer transferred from Orissa to a Bengali-speaking 
district. From these conditions, however, all officers who on the 4th May 1874 were of 12 
years’ standing (from the date of commencement of civil service) in Bengal are exempt. 

8. Military Officers in civil employ under this Government, who would ordinarily be 
subject to examination in Urdu, shall not be required to pass in that language by either the 
First or the Second Standard of the departmental examinations, if they have previously 
passed by the Higher Standard according to the tests for the Examination of Military 
Officers in that language, laid down in G,G, O, No. 754, dated 9th September 1864, 
and G, G. O. No, 294, dated 24th March 1866. 

4. For Police Officers the examination for the Lower Standard shall consist of the 
language of the district in which they are employed, and of the papers in Criminal Codes 
prepared for Executive Officers. The examination for the Higher Standard shall be in both 
the Bengali and Urdu languages, and in a special paper which must be prepared in Criminal 
Law only, including the Salt, Excise and Opium Laws, to be answered without books. 

5. Police Officers employed in Orissa must pass in Uriya as their first language. 

6. All Police Officers are required to pass in Bengali according to the Second Standard, 
and until they so pass they will not be considered eligible for transfer out of Bengal Proper. 

7. Police Officers transferred to the executive service, or who desire such transfer, will 

required to pass the same tests as those prescribed above’ for officers of the Subordinate 
tive Service, subject to the exception noted below. 

8. When an officer so cireumstanced has already passed by either standard in a language, 
the pass will be accepted as sufficient to that degree. 

9. Such officers who have passed in Law by the Lower Standard (as hitherto required 
for the Police) will still be required to pass for the Lower Standard in the general papers of 
local laws, &¢., but they will be exempted from examination in the Criminal Codes prescribed 

for the Lower Standard, if they desire to avail themselves of the exemption, But if any such 
“elects to pass the examination in the Codes, such pass will be taken into aceonnt in his 
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Such officers who have passed by the Higher Police Standard in Law will still be 
tO pass in both law papers prescribed in paragraph 16 above, the word “ law” being 
how used in ‘a much broader sense to cover revenue and geoeral law, 

~ V1. Oandidates for admission into the Opium Department will continue to be examined 
@ te ‘the rules laid down in G. O. No, 1157G, of 28th October 1872. It will 

only be in exceptional cases that after admission any such candidate will be required 
he departmental examinations to which the above rules refer.

The 21st November 1874.—The following revised rules connected with the 
departmental examinations of junior members of the Covenanted Civil Service, 
the Subordinate Executive Service, the Non-Regulation Commission, Police, 
&e., have been sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor, and are published for 
general information :— 


1, All Assistant Magistrates, Assistant and Extra Assistant Commissioners, Deputy 
Magistrates and Collectors, Assistant Superintendents of Police, and others to whom these 
rules may be applicable, who may have been more than six months on duty, shall, and those 
who have been less than six months on duty may, at their option, be subjected to half-yearly 
departmental examinations, and shall be required to pass according to the standard, or the 
standards of examination which may be applicable to them, respectively, in each subject 
according to the rules hereinafter set forth. 

2. To direct and control these half-yearly departmental examinations, there shall be a 
Central Examination Committee appointed by Government. It shall consist of a President, 
and of as many members (of whom one shall be Secretary) us the Government may think 
proper to appoint from time to time. : 

8. The examinations may be held, in the Regulation Provinces, at any station which is 
the head-quarters of a Divisional Commissioner, and at any other station where there is a 
Zillah Judge. 

4. For the Non-Regulation Provinces the examinations may be held at the following 
stations, and at any other statioas where the Commissioners may, in communication with the 
Central Examination Committee, think it necessary to hold Committees for examination:— 


For Chota Nagpore, at Ranchee. 
Ve For Cooch Behar, at Darjeeling or Julpigoree, 
For Sonthal Perguunahs, at Bhagulpore. 
For Chittagong Hill Tracts, at Chittagong. 
$. Each Divisional Commissioner should notify, at least one month before the date of 
examination, at how many stations in his division examinations are to -be held, and for the 
officers of what districts each shall be held. If a Divisional Commissioner bas only a very 
few examinees, and if the means of locomotion are easy, he will probably have only one or two 
"centres of examination in his division. For remote or inaccessible districts, he might have 
special examinations. For instance, the Presidency Division and Midnapore District examinees 
could all come’in to Alipore, and the rest of the Burdwan Division men to Hooghly, 
or all to the Presidency. The Commissioners of Rajshahye and Dacca would probably 
decide. to have two, three, or more centres of examination. The Commissioners of the 
Chittagong, Bhagulpore, and Orissa Divisions, would probably want only one; the 
Commissioner of Chota Nagpore two; and the Commissioner of Patna either one or two 
centres of examination. But in all divisions the Lieutenant-Governor would leave it to each 
i to decide for each examination, 












6. The Central Examination Committee are authorized to sanction, o t 
being shown, the appearance of an officer for examination at a station other than that at which 
under ordinary circumstances he would be required to present himself. 


7. At the several stations at which it may be determined that examinations are to be 
sheld, Local Committees shall be formed, who shall conduct the examinations under the instrue. 
tions of the Central Committee, with whom they will correspond on all matters releting to 
the examinations. , 


e 

8. The Local Committee at each station, which is the head-quarters of a Commissioner, 
shall consist of the Commissioner, the Collector (or Deputy Commissioner), and a Native civil 
officer to be selected by the Commissioner. In the absence of the Commissioner, or Collector, 
the Judge (or Judicial Commissioner) shall take his place on the Committee. At the other . 
stations the Committee shall consist of the Judge, the Collector, and any native officer to be 
selected by the Judge. At the stations in the Non-Regulation Provinces, which are not the 
head-quarters of the Commissioner, and at which there is no Judicial Commissioner, the 
Deputy Commissioner shall form a Committee with one or two other officers to be selected by 
him in communication, if necessary, with the Commissioner of the division. 


9, The Government will on every occasion fix, in communication with the Central 
Committee, the days for the half-yearly examination, which shall be the same for every district, 
Toe first half-yearly examination will usually be held in the month of April, May, or Jine, 
and the second in the month of October, November, or December. 


10. Itshall be the duty of the Central Committee to prepare beforehand, for each 
examination, sets of questions to be put to the examinees ; to forward a sufficient number of 
copies of each of such sets to the President of each Local Committee in a sealed packet, which 
shall not be opened until the moment of examination ; to determine the order in which the 
examinations in each paper and subject shall be held ; and to arrange all other details for the ° 
conduct of the examinations. The Central Committee, from time to time, shall Jay down such 
rules as may appear to them best for the guidance of the Local Committees, in order to 
ensure a fair and uniform method of fixing the degree of attainment upon each point of 
examination which the several officers examined may reach, 


11. The Local Committee shall superintend the written examinations of the examinees 
only so far as may be necessary to ensure the conduct of them with proper strictness. They 
shall not examine the written answers, but shall forward them to the Central Committee 
with a report, which shall be furnished by the District Officer and Commissioner under whom 
the examinee has been employed, as to his official character, qualifications, and the work 
done by him during the preceding six months, as well as a paper of marks which they shall 
assign to candidates for conversation, in which branch their decision shall be final, The 
Central Committee, after taking all the reports into consideration, and perusing all the 
examination papers, shall report to Government the names of such officers as, in their opinion, 
have come up to the requirements according to one or other of the standards in force, 
noticing especially, in the order of their merit, those who may have passed with distinction. 
They shall also report the names of those who, in their opinion, have succeeded in passing 
in one or more of the subjects, as well as of those who have failed altogether. 

12. There shall be two standards of examination in Law and Languages: the First or 
the Lower ond the Second or the Higher Standard, As regards languages, the papers and 
marks for each standard shall for the present be kept distinct, i 

13. The only language in which officers generally shall be required to pass by the Lower 
Standard shail be the vernacular of the district in which they may be serving, and the 
principal object of the examination shall be to test the proficiency, for practical purposes, of the 
examinee in such Janguage. 

14, Lithographed copies of at least two documents, written in different running hands, 
shall be forwarded by the Central Committee to each Local Committee; and the examinees shall 
be required, within a limited time, to be fixed by the Central Coramittee, to transeribe the " 
papers set into Roman character, and also to give an intelligible written translation thereof 
in English, provided they know that language. Native officers who do not know Englinhéwill 
be required ouly to translate these documents, The Local Committee shall forward the trant 
cripts and translations for the final decision of the Central Committee as to the number of 
marks to be awarded. An English judgment, or other official paper, to be furnished by the 
Central Committee, must be translated by the examinee into the vernacular without assistance, » | 
The examinee must also dictate off-hand, with some fluency, the translation into the verna¢ ] 
of an English report, or other official paper, also to be furnished by the Central Committee, 
whereof tie translation shail be written down exactly as dictated. He must then be tested 11 
conversation with two or three natives, in such manner and to such extent as shall w to 
satisfy the Committee as to the degree of his power of understanding natives of different 
classes, and of making himself understood by them, both in common conversation and in the — 
usual course of office business, An‘ examinee must pass successfully through every a6) ki i

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15. The next object of the First or Lower Standard of ecanination shall be to test the 
. examifiee’s practical acquaintance with the Criminal Codes, and his general knowledge of 
certain. of the more important local laws, regulations, and rules. One paper shall be 
ed specially for this examination, which shall be confined to the Criminal Codes, and for 
which the use of books shall he allowed. The questions must not be suck as can be answered 
by eopying”s passage fyom a book; they must be such as shall thoroughly test the intelligent 
knowledge of the gxaminees in understanding the bearing of facts, and knowing where to look 
for the law and how to apply it. Another paper shall be prepared, consisting of questions on 
the local laws, regulations, and rules enumerated in Appendix I below. These must be 
answered without the aid of books. The whole of this paper shall be equally available to the 
candidites for the Lower and the Higher Standards of examination, but the number of 
marks required for passing shall be less in the case of examinees by the Lowef than in that 
of those by the Higher Standard of examination. 


16. In the examination by the Higher Standard it shall be necessary for the examinee to 

pass in both the required vernacular languages—ordinarily Bengali and Urdu. The 

standard of examination shall be similar in its nature to the first, but more difficult in degree. 

4 In the vernacular portion of it the papers selected as tests should be of a more difficult deserip- 

' tion of office pape the translation, dictation, and conversation should be fluent, generally 

| gorrect,‘and readily intelligible ; and the examinee should be tested in his power of explaining 
himself clearly, and with sufficient propriety, in the vernacular, in an argument or topic of 
some difficulty, such as may occur in official business. The questions of law and practice 
should be selected from the whole field of the duties of a Masistrate and Collector. All 
examinees will be required to pass in two papers. The nature of the one, in answering the 
questions in which the use of books will not be allowed, bas already been explained in puragraph 
15. The other paper, for which the use of books will be allowed, will contain questions on the 
local laws, regulations, and rules set forth in Appendix II. The examinees should have all the 
Acts, Regulations, and Circulars, but the questions should be confined as much as possible to 
cases commonly arising in the ordinary routine of a Magistrate and Collector, or of a Police 
Superintendent's office, They should consist almost entirely of stating certain facts of 
probable occurrence in real practice, and requiring the examinee to fiud and apply the law 
applicable to the facts. 


17. Covenanted Civil Servants may pass by the Lower or the Higher Standard in either 
or both the languages whenever they can. They must pass the exataiuation in ‘ local laws, 
regulations, and rules,” ang in both languages, by the Higher Standard. They will be required 
to pass by the Lower Standard in languages only, and will not be subject to any restrictions in 
respect of the order of passing the different language-tests in the Higher Standard. 


18, Covenanted Civil Servants must always pass by the Higher Standard in Bengali, 
and those who have not so passed in Hindustani will have no claim to full powers or to the 
full pay of Rs. 500, and cannot have powers or promotion in a Hindustani district, although 
the higherspowers may be conferred on them in a Bengali district, if the public service 
requires 1b, 

19. All officers other than Covenanted Civil Servants will be required to pass fully both 
the Lower and the Higher Standards of examination, with the following exceptions :— 


20. Officers who, after passing in the higher grade the preliminary examination for 
‘admission into the Subordinate Executive Service held in 187%, or subsequently reveived 
appointments in that cervice, will be subject to no further examination except the Higher 
§tandard departmental examination, and the opium laws examination for those candidates who 
are appointed to the Opium Department without having taken the opium papers. Candidates 
who passed at the Subordinate Hxecutive Service examination held in 1872 are exempted from 
} &xamination by the Lower Standard in the vernacular only, They will, however, be required 
to pass in Law by that standard. 


* 21. Natives of Hindustan serving in Behar and Hazarecbagh shall not be required to 
pass in Beggali, but it will be optional with them to do so, and those who:do pass will be 
cligible for service and promotion in Bengal as well as in Behar. 


22. Officers other than nativesof Hindustan will not be required to pass in Hindustani, 
but fhay do so, and will then be eligible for service and promotion in Behar and Hazareebagh 
4 well as in Bengal. ; 

24. These exemptions are not applicable to officers in the Police, who must pass in both 
Bengali and Hindustani as now, unless specially exempted. 

_ 24, All native officers in the Subordinate Executive Service, in the Non-Regulation Com- 
mission, and in the Police, will be strictly examined in their own vernacular, the object of the 
Samination being to test their thorough competency to conduct the correspondence and other 
ordinary business of their offices with their own hands. 

- 25. In case a candidate, allowed by Government for any especial reason to present 
himself for examination by the Higher Standard in Law or Languages before passing the Lower, 
fail to the Higher Standard in either subject, the Central Examination Committee shall 
have fu authority to decide whether he bas done sufficiently well to entitle him to be passed 
by the Lower Standard. 
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26. An officer who succeeds in passing by either standard, either (a) in Law or (4) jn 

either of the languages, shall not again be required to present himself for examination by the 
same standard in the subject in which he was successful, but only in those in which he failed, 

27. The marks to be assigned to each branch of the examination, the proportian required 
for passing by the different standards, and the time allowed for each paper,e ate set forth in 
Appendix III. Uniformity must be rigidly enforced in the time allowed for each subject 
whether in Law or Language. * e ; 

28. A civil officer who has passed according to the First Standard of examination, and 
who has exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the Third Class for six months, shall usually be 
vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the Second Class described in Sections 20, 24 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure (Act X of 1872), provided he is certified by the Commtssioner 
to be fully competent to exercise them, Assistant Magistrates and Assistant Commissioners wil! 
also then be vested with the powers of a Deputy Collector. 

29. An officer, however, who shall have passed by the Lower Standard in the Criminal 
Codes and in the language of his district, may be vested with the powers of a Magistrate of

3). An officer who has passed in Law and in the language of his district according to 
the Second Standard, may also be vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class, 
subject to the condition of his having exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the Second Class 
for six months, but he shall not be entitled to any promotion or increase of pay until be has 
passed fully by the Second Standard. He shall exercise the powers of a Magistrate of the 
First Class so long only as he is employed in a district where the language in which he has 
passed is the vernacular. 

52, Assistant Magistrates and Assistant Commissioners on first appointment draw only 
Rs. 409 amonth, On passing the Lower Standard of examination they shall be allowed an 
increase of Rs. 50 a month, provided they have exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the 
Third Class for six months at least; and on passing fully the Higher Standard and being 
invested with the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class, they will receive a second increase 
of Rs. 50, provided they have also exercised the powers of a Magistrate of the Second Class 
for not less than six months. 

33. Officers attending these examinations will be allowed travelling allowance according 
to the ordinary rates of such allowances prevailing in the services to which they respectively 
belong.

36. It is the duty of District Officers to look to the practical training of the young 
officers placed under them, from their first entering into. official life till they acquire a prac- 
tical experience in their duties, and qualify themselves for the exercise of higher powers by 
passing the preccribed examinations. District Officers are expected to take active interest In 
the well-being of the young men placed under them by exercising due supervision over 
studies, by holding periodical examinations to test their qualifications and official know 
and by any other means which may seem to them to be expedient for the purpose, €
